Determined efforts by the officers alone 
prevented them meting out summary 
punishment upon the prisoner, : 

Reed was captured the same morning 
at Mannville. He had been chased all 
night by officers and his feet were badly 
frozen during a twenty mile walk. The 
news of his captute soon réached this 
city, and excited crowds gathered at the 
depots and crossings to await the arrival 
of the prisoner at five o'clock this after- 
noon, The train which brought Reed 
was stopped atthe outskirts of the citv 
and the prisoner was hurried teward the 

jail under the escort of the entire police 
force, : 

When the vicinity of the jail was reach- 

ed more than a thousand persons had 
gathered about the building and the 
police, aided by the constables and deputy 
sherifis, were obliged to fight their way 
through the infuriated crowd. The pris- 
oner was rhshed along on a run, some of 
the officers going in advance to clear the 
way, others pressing close about him and 
others following in the rear, Although 
occasionally obliged to dodge blows aim- 
ed athim from the edge of the crowd he 
was smiling all the’ way. When the jail 
was at last reached a determined fight 
was made by the crowd to reach the pris- 
oner. It was prevented from doing so 
only by the action of Deputy Sheriff Saxe, 
who, standing on the jail steps with a 
cocked revolver in his hand, shouted that 
he would shoot the first man who put a 
hand on Reed. Pa 
Once the prisoner was got inside the 
jail every door was locked and barred and 
guards were placed on the outside of the 
building. The baffled crowd jeered and 
groaned at the officers, and hundreds of 
men lingered about the jail for an hour. 
The prisoner persistently denied that 
he was William Reed. The men who had 
worked with him were summoned, They 
identified him, but he invariably remarked

Yesterday's fire was one of the most dis- 
astrous that has visited Belleville in many 
years. In spitefof the damage done, too 


who responded with such alacrity and 
worked so bravely against such unequal 
odds. With the facilities at hand they did 
inestimable service. L, W. Yeomans has 
just reason to feel very grateful to the 
brave laddies as alsodoes Nathan Jones 
whose blocks it was thought at one time 
nothing but 4 miracle could save. The oil 
and paints in the drug store fed fuel to the 
flames and.as they leaped out of the win- 
dows they almost enshrouded the building 
on both sides. There was a two foot fire 
proof walion both sides of the ruined 
building, which saved the adjacent proper- 
ty. L. W. Yeomans places his loss at $600 
which was caused largely by tearing up 
‘the roof to prevent the fire from getting 
any headway. The cornices were also 
damaged to some extent but being com- 
posed of iron the fire did not follow them 
as in the case of Nathan Jones’ b ock th 
cornices of whice were composed of wood. 
Mr, Yeomans is insured for $28,000 in 
several of the larger companies. Mr. Yeo- 
mans states that had the fire penetrated to 
the cellar and ignited the glycerine stored 
there the entire street in that vicinity would 
have been blown out of existence and the 
city probably laid in a complete ruin by 
Mr, Jones places his loss on his 
building at $2,600 mostly in the u per 
story and $1,000 on the stock, all of which 
iscovered by an insurance in different 
companies of $16,000, L. B. Lazier, 
merchant tailor, places his loss at $1,500 
which is ecrereal by $2,000 insurance. 
The goods that remainedin the rear 
yard were ruined by smoke and water. 
While the firemen were battling with the 
flames in Jones block several of them were 
almost,overcome by the dense smoke ard 
the intensity of the heat. They would be 
seen runn ng to the window and_ reaching 
over the smoke endeavoring to fill their 
lungs with air when they would again re- 
turn to the fire, TheFilliter block can be 
rebuilt for less than the insurance which 
was $6,000,

othors damaged by the conflagration. 

Whenthe fire was extinguisned tho fire- 
men and policomon turned their atton- 

tion to tho crowds of people who 
had been rendered homeless by the flames, 

Many of them lad sought and found refuge 
sith their neighbors. But there wero'still a 
great number of poor peoplo—men, women 
and children—who were sobbing, moaning 
nd bewailing the loss of all their worldly 
possessions, as they crowded less than half 
clad in the neighboring doorways, huddled 
together in order to protect themselves from 
the cold. 

The injured people were cared for at the 
noarest hospital, and it ix feared thatsome of 
them may not survive their injuries, It is 
hoped, howoyer, that no lives were 
lost, but this fact cannot be ev 
tablished until a careful count of the 
rescued people is made by the police, as 
gevoral families are still searching for miss- 
ing relatives. The general opinion, how- 
ever, is that the missing ones will he found 
to have taken rofuge in neighboring houses, 
and that thoy will be accounted forin due 
course of time. 

Itis suggested that popular subscription 
should be started for the benefit of the 
thirty families, estimated to amount to at 
Jeast one hundred people, who are thus de- 
prived, in the middle of winter, of their 
furniture, clothing and other possessions.

The following article 
by him is froma latenumber or St, James 
Gazette and gives a true and \ely_ inter- 
esting sketch of social life in Canada, — 

Social life in Canada is a compronuse. 
Something English has beendropped, and 
something American has been a sorbed, 
“Decrous, but unconventional” is the key 
note of all social practice inthe Domin- 
ion. Thecircles are small in Canada 
where there is established that old time 
courtesy onthe part ofthe man, and that 
attractive reserve on the side of the wo- 
man, which is charactenstic of gentle life 
in the Old World. The Canadian woman 
is, on the whole, less elegant but more ex: 
citing in speech than the Eng ish girl.She 
flutters fascinatingly near the border of 
slang raher quick perceptions lead her into 
expressions that are charmiyly abrupt but 
inclined to be smart,She possesses a kind 
of daring and how innocent she is, Sheis 
in style more American -that is, more 
French—than English. The exceptions 

to this, speaking broadly, are inMontrea , 
in Victoria on the Pacific slope, and in 
Halifax. In these places the English in- 
fluence prevails. The Canadian gil 1s be- 
fore all the niost piquante, the most deli- 
cate, and yet the best statured of all the 
English-speaking race of women. She 
cares much about dress; but does not 
dress expensively chiefly because she can- 
not afford it.” : 

Her tastes are distinctly domestic; her 
ideas not the least “advanced.” She has 
a world of reverence for home affection; 
she has been splendidly trained in the 
school of domestic economy. She believes

winsomely, not pathetically religious. She 
has some rare old Puritanical ideas, such 
as are found in illustrated temperauce 
journa s, about her influence on the liquor 
question. She is an apostle of ice-water 
and hot cakes, of green tea and lemonade 
of wineless binquets and spiritless pud- 
ding sauce. She thinks Canadian society 
a good deal above that of New York or 
Boston ; has an abiding reverence for, and 
awe of England; but does not think much 
of English girls—too healthy, too stiff and 
(shades of Bond-street and Piccadiily) too 
dowdy! She bases her opinions lirgely 
upon Englishwomen in Canada. They 
have not seen the best atthe best. The 
Canadian girl isso chic, so sweetly em- 
phatic and demonstrative, that all else is 
to her stiff, formal, and “dowdy,” A Can- 
adian girl who has had ayearin London 
is different. She runs thedanger of be- 
coming moreEnglish than the English, 
more of South Kensington than she ever 
was of Ottawa.

Luongo, Jan, 1.—Fully 20,000 persons 
assombled here to-day to groot Mr, Parnell, 
thousands comlog from the adjoining coln= 
tiea In response to addresses Mr, Parnell 
made @ long speech, He held that Mr, 
Gladstone bad caused the present trouble by 
issuing a mandatory letter demanding that 
the Irish members dopose their leader, Re- 
ferring to Mr, Gladstone's denial of the ac 
curacy of his statements yegarding tho inler- 
viow at Hawarden, Mr. Parnell declarot 
that he could now confirm their truth by « 
Jettor written March 18, only 3 months after 
the interview, when the matter was fresh 
in bis mind, when even bis bitterest 
enemy could not say he had any reason to 
misrepresent or suppress the trath, The 
letter was sent to Cecil Rhodes, Premier of 
the Cape of Good Hope, an adherent of the 
cause of Home Rule, It stated that Mr. 
Gladstone aud his colleagues had been Cons 
sidering fully the question of the retention 
of the Lrish members at Westminster, 
jand that Mr. Gladstony had tolt bin 
that the retention of 83 members in the 
Imperial Parliament bad finally been con- 
sidered best for all purposos, Mr. Parnell 
here read tho letter to prove that the siate- 
ment he sent to Mr, Rhodes corresponded 
manifesto which 


with assertions in bis mv 
Mr, Gladstone bad contradicted, He then 
proceeded to say that Mr. Gladstone 


pointed to his own public arations, bub it 
was dificult to make anything out of these, 
Mr. Gladstone possessing a marvelous faculty 
of placing a differont interpretation on any 
statement other than that placed upon it by op 
ponents, Mr, O'Brien, to whom he (Parnell) 
had communicated an outline of the 
Hewarden  conyersation, had a re 
membrauce absolutely identical — with 
his own regarding Mr, Gladstone's 
proposal as to. the number of members of 
parliament, Another important fact yet 
unrevealed Mr, Parnell said be would now 
publish, Twenty-four hours before he issued 
his manifesto he saw Mr. McCarthy, to 
whom? he told what he intended to do, 
and gave an outline of the statement he 
was proparing to issue as a manifesto, Mr, 
McCarthy, he had reason to know, placed 
his intentions before Mr. Gladstone. 
[Hisses] Mr, MeGarthy also communicated 
to him Mr. Gladstone's observations upon the 
outline of the manifesto} and there was no 
reference whatever then made by Mr. Glad- 
stone against the manifesto on the ground of 
breach of confidence. [Cries of ‘Hear, 
hear!"} 

Touching the present position of the land 
question, Mr. Parnall said he thought the 
action of the Liberals toward the land bill 
proposed by the Government was foolish, 
aud that it showed that the Liberals 
had rio genuine land policy. The leaders of 
the party in order to conciliate the radical 
section had absdndoned the idea of a 
peasant proprietor and land purchase, and 
in order to couciliate the Whigs they had re- 
{used to entertain a proposal for a reduction 
of rents by means of amendments to the 
Land Act of 1881, or by conferring upon the 
future Irish Parliament the power to deal 
with the question.

Whatever might be the motives of 
Irish members of Parliament who op-

of the country. It was ever to be regretted 
that their blind haste to obey their new 
leaders had impelled them to press forward 
tondecision in thé committee-room, as if 
the minutes were golden. Many of them 
must wish that they bad paused at that time 
instead of sending misleading cable + 
despatches across the Atlantic, (Hear, 
hear.) He wished that they had paused to 
await the return of Mr, O'Brien—[cheors]— 
whose advice and judgment would bave been 
esteemed and respected by him, 
it would have been compulsory 
them.

24 hours before ber courageous husband. 

They then drew the curtains and Charles 
Thielcke mixed his wife’s death potion. 
The agonies of their parting none will ever 
know. Death came quickly to the enfeeb- 
led frame of the oid woman, Thielcke had 
taken this into consideration in his selection 
of a poison. 

When all was over he covered up her face 
and went back to the rocking chair to die 
in his turn, but why he should have waited

NEWFOUNDLAND'S TROUBLE. 
© Charlos Dilke Thinks the Colony will 

Take the Law in Their Own Hands, 
Panis, Jan, 18,—Sir Charles Dilko, who is 
at present residing in this city, in an inter 
view to-day, published by L'Eelair, in regard 
to Nowfoundland matters, says that he 
thought that, apart from tho lobster quea- 
tion, the groatdiffloulty lay in the impossl- 
bility to reconcile French troaty rights with 
the developments of Newfoundland. The 
entire territory belonged to the colony, yet 
they could not exercise the rights of 
soverviguty. The colonists, he said, unable 
to obtain a sottlement of the mattors in dis- 
pute, would some day certainly take the law 
in their own bands. 

During tho coming spring, according to 
Sir Charles Dilke, shots would probably be 
exchanged between the crews of the French 
ships and the colonists. It was ossential, 
therefore, to immediately discover ground 
for an agreement, 

Baron Larvinty of the Senate, during the 
course of an interview, stated that he had 
learned from M. Ribot, the Minister of 
| Foreign Affairs, that the French Goyorn- 
mont had decided to accept territorial com- 
pencation only for the cession to Great Britain 
‘of the French shore of Newfoundland. M. 
Ribot refused to discuss the question of 
pecuniary jnudemnity aud said that England 
had not offered France any territorial com- 
pensation for her rights on the Nowfound- 
laud coast, 
| *M, Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 

informed Lord Lytton, the British Ambassa-

‘He Tells How He Eluded the Swarm of 
t Detectives Set on His Track, 

MabRID, Janu, 13,—It is stated that the man 
arrested, and said to be Padlewski, admits 
that he committed the murder, adding 
that it was fora “political object.” He 
says that he failed in his plan to embark for 
the United States at Barcelona owing to the 
passport regulations being so strictly 
enforced at that port. Consequently, the 
prisoner says, he returned to Olot because he 
thought he would be safer there, owing to 
the absence of railway communication with 
that town. He claims that he was betrayed 
to the police by a customs ollicer who repre- 
sented himself as being a member of a secret 
society. The prisoner is perfectly calm and 
callected. 

During the course of an interview at Olot 
lie described the journey from Dijon.

In 
conversation the prisoner inspires the per- 
son who talks with him with a sentiment of 
sympathy instead of repulsion, Ho is 
gente and refined in manner, and appears 


even bad a yearning to live and fight the 
battle of life a little longer unhampered by 
the spectacle of his aged wife's sufferings.

Boyond tko Pale of Politics. 
He went on to say that in not a few in- 


stances the discussion in the club had 
been fol owed by results in the legislative 
halls of the country. ‘Though he regard- 
ed the question of free trade as one 
fraught with gre iter results than any other 
that had been brought before the public 
in his day, he recognized the difficulty of 
saying anything new with regard to it to 
those who had been addressed by the 
leading men of the country on this very 
subject. He wished, however, to look at 
the question from a home standpoint. The 
question we naturally asked why they : 
should desire a change upon so moment- 
ous a question—a change which would } 
effect the public revenue and change the 
channels of trade, His answer was that | 
the condition of the country did not justify ; 
a continuance of the present policy, (Ap- 
plause.) The National Policy, instead of 
ing the blessing its framers promised it 
would be, had proved nothing short of 
disastrous. __In his section lan’s had de- 
preciated in value fully one half and in 
some cases even more, in fact it was now 
well nigh impossible to get a purchaser 
for afarm atany price. In one respect 
only the national policy had succeeded. 
One reason for proposing: it, aS its adyo- 
cates Say, was to prevent Canada from 
being madea slaughter market, to keep 
out cheap goods, Ghexp yood had been 
largely replaced by poor goods at low 
prices caughter and applause). The 
tmanufacturers were to  haye a home 
market, but it seemed to be conceded now 
even by the government itself that the 
home market could nor be~made ~ what 
they had promised, for they were now en- 
gaged in hunting the world over for 
markets, (Applause).

States of about $87,000,000, and with 
Great Britain a trode of about$76,000,000, 
or in all about $153,000,000, against 
$23,000,009 with all the rest of the world. 
He pointed out that there was no ques- 
tion of getting or keeping the English 
market, that there was and had bee 
would be free to Canadaas to allthe world. 
He took up the 
Figures of the Foreigu Trade, 

dealing especially and in detail with those 
countries in which the Government was 
now looking for a market at the proposed 
expense of steamship subsidies and other 
like extrivagances. The mannfactures 
sent from Ontario to China for instance 
amounted to $177,000 and the agricultural 
products to $3, Being curious to know 
what that $3. represented, ke had hunted 
the item down and found that it meanta 
barrel of apples, but whether sweet or 
sour the report did not disclose, (Laugh- 
ter.) Even to the West Indies Ontario’s 
agricultural exports were exceedingly

small, but if the steamship line were es- 
tablished Ontario could not escape her 
customary share of the expense of it.

RIED IN BETHEL HALL LAST NIGHT. 


Will Leave for tho Dark Continont in May 
—It Will Take Thoma Yoar to Roach | 
Thoir Destination —-$500 Subscribed, { 


A marriage of more than ordinary in- 
terest took place in Bethel hall last night 
being the union of C, W. Bird, for years 
clerk in Haines & Lockett’s boot store 
here and Miss Annie Lake, daughter 
of John Lake, both of whom tor years have 
been associated with Bethel hall.

Jan, 15,—Ono of tho 
Iamontablo tragedios that has ever ocourr 
in tho Huron district took placo here t ay. 
ferme tine past Donald McKinnon, a 
fishornian, aud his wife, Rachel, have not 
been living amicably together. Sho was 
alloged to be jealous of him. This afternoon 
the quarrel culminated when the report of a 
revolyor was lioard by those lying in the 
vicinity of Warren-streot, simultangously 
with orles of ‘Murder | Help!" in a wo- 
man’s voice. Mra McKinnon was found 
lying in tho stablo, a short distance from 
tho house, in a semi-nude condition, with a 
bullot wound in her breast, immediately below 
the heart, Donald McKinvon, the husband, 
turned up about tho same time and stated 
that his wife had shot horself with his pistol, 
The wounded woman was at once taken to 
the house and medical ald sammoned. Short- 
ly afterwards it was discovered that Mc 
Kinnon” himself. was shot, He walked into 
the house oad upstairs to a bunk and lay 
down, On the arrival of Dr. Whitly it was 
found that both of the victims were ina 
critical condition, McKinnon having been 
wounded immediately above the liver, 
McKinnon’s Lamo Yarn, 

McKinnon told this story of the tragedy: 
“Jealousy caused it, I declare my wife 
shot herself in the barn with my revolver 
She shot once and was carried out by some- 
one, Tcannot say who, Afterwards I found 
tho revolver lying in the hay and lay down 
and shot myself, after which I went into the 
house to my wife, who was lying in bed, and 
wanted to get into bed, but she would not let 
mo, I then camo upstairs and went to bed. 
This I solemnly swear to be the true and cor- 
rect way in which this tragedy has taken 
Place this 15th day of Jannary, 1891, to which 
I here sign ny name, 

“DONALD MCKinnon.” 

Tho deposition of McKinnon differs materi- 
ally from that of his wife as to the shooting 
and the immediate proceedings that led up 
to it. Mrs. McKinnon said; - 

“He says I shot myself which is not true. 
I will tell the whole truth regarding it. Last 
night he proposed that we should retire to 
bed and he would bring the .pistol and we 
should each be shot. He said that he was 
tired of life and people wero talking about him 
and it would be botter to dio. I told him if 
he was going to die to shoot me first, so I 
would not see him die, Finally I dissuaded 
him from his intention of using the pistol 
whilo in bed, but he did not rest easily dur- 
ing tho night, Jn the morning after break- 
fast he wont up town and I got him to order 
groceries, I then did the washing and 
cooked the dinner. When he returned at 
dinner time he brought a bottle of whisky 
with him and asked me to have some. I re- 
fused that time and told him to wait. After 
dinner [ was changing my clothes after doing 
the washing and had on one of his Guernseys 
Which I was preparing to remove to put on 
my own inside garments. He asked me for 
tue pistol and threatened to broak overything 
fh the house if I did not getitfor him, I 
told him I did not know where it was and he 
thon threatened me. [ran out of the house 
over to the stable at the end of the lot just 
as I was and tried to cover myself from him 
by putting some hay overme, He followed 
Ine, and opening out my loose garments 
fired tho pistol and the bullot struck me, 
Then 1 called for assistance and he went 
away

In my boyhood days, next to the country 
school-house where I went, there wasan 
apple orchard of great luxuriance, owned 
by a very lame man who did not gathor 
the apples, and thoy went to waste by 
soores of bushels.

IN QUEENSLAND 


_ GILBERT PARKER OF BELLEVILLE 
GIVES A GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION 

, Of the Land of the Cassowary and tho Allit 

gator —-Somo of tho Grandest Sconory in 

the World.

' The line of railway 
between Ca rns and 

Queensland, gives access to some of the 
grandest scenery in \ustralia, hitherto 
little known even among colonists, who 
are usually busied with other affairs than 
picturesque and romantic views, — Gilbert 
Parker of Belleville, who about a tweive- 
ani ago, visited that district, accomp- 
anied by the local engineer of the railwa Ay 
has furnished us with some photographs 
and a descriptive account, fully confirming 
the cumors that were already current of its 
surprising natural features, especiall of 
the Barton Falls, which seem entitled, at 
least in flood time, torank among the 
great cataracts of the world, 


being constructed 
Haberton, in North 


coast, 600 miles north of Brisbane, has 
sprung vp in the past fourteen years. Its 
site, which was so lately mere bush, is now 
worth £60 the square foot in the business 
streets. Neighboring settlements are 
quickly arising and growing at Edge Hill, 


Stratford, Richmond, Red Lynch and 
Kamerunga, eight miles distant, on lands 
re laimed from the wilderness. The 


Cairns and Haberton ra‘lway, cross‘ng the 
country in a southerly direction, will ulti- 
mately be extended west to Normantown 
and the shores of the gulf of Carpentaria, 
which will beconnected with Brisbane,and 
with the other Australian capitals. Heber- 
ton is the centre of a goldfield district, 
possessing much tin and other mineral 
wealth. Those of the Barron Gorge, above 
Kamerunga, must soon become celebrated 
now that they are so easily reached by 
the railway from Cairns. We give Mr. 
Gilbert Parker's description: 

“Here is a railway village in the jungle 
on the river banks, still the native home 
of the cassowary and the alligator. To the 
left is a towering peak, its head lost in 
roiling mists; to the right, another moun- 
tain lifts its huge shouders from the 
plain its head glowing ina rosy haze.But 
listen to the sound of an explosion ! ! 
Dynamite is doing the engineer's work, 
and massive bowlders are heard rolling 
down the cliffs, _ Civilization is abeut to 
draw its steel beits and bars over this 
mountainous region, at acost of £40,000 
or £50,000 a mile. You may already go 
seven miles up the gorge by the ballast- 
train, sitting on the edge of a freight truck, 
with your legs hanging over the abyss, 
carried along a mere shelf of rock cut out 
of the mountaln wall. Butthen you will 
not see the Borron Falls onjyour journey. 
Rather mount a sure-footed nag from the 
contractors’ camp, and ride through the 
forest, thickly beset with vine like hanging 
stems that curtain the tre nd with the 
rosella bush, the flaming hibiscus, white 
and blue orchids in wonderful profusion; 
climb up a thousand feet above the river 
bed, then cross the railway line, which 
here performs strange feats, hugging the 
edge of precipices, “doubling on. itself, 
making reverse curves inand out of tun- 
nels; ascend 2000 feet higher, and pause 
there, looking over the entrnace to the 
Barron Gorge. 

“Itis a grand sight. Far away to the 
left flashes the white cascade of the Stoney 
Creek Falls, 300 ft to 400 it high, over 
which the railway passes ; in front of you 
are hills a mile high; at your feet is the 
river, clear and limpid, reflecting the 
brightness of the sun. Upon the moun- 
tain wall hang men like midges, working 
with pick and crowbar; they are tied to 
trees and rocks, and so are poised between 
heaven and earth, The wild banana lifts 
its fronds thirty feet in the air ; the fig-tree 
shoots down, from a hundred feet above, 
innumerable roots into the earth, making 
for itself palisades of strength and broad 
apparent buttresses; the wild pumpkin 
trails its yellow blossoms down the _ hills, 
and the pools below are panoplied with 
water-lilies. The fruit hangs thick upon 
the papaw-tree, and the granadilla invites 
you with its bursting succulence. The 
palm, straightand as willowy asa bamboo 
reaches up to touch the pale-green leaves 
of the acacia, cedar, and to do homage to

PROPOSED INTER-COLONIAL CUS- 
TOMS UNION OF COLONIES. 


Great Britain said te Have Approached 
Canada on the Question of Granting 
Enlarged Powers to the Several Co! 
nies With a View to Increasing Hor 
Markots, 

Lonpon, Jan, 18,—Tho British Govern- 
ment is understood to bo sounding 
Canada on the subject of an intercolonial 
customs convention that would take in all 
the British colonies of North America and 
tho West Indies, At prosont Canada and 
tho Wost Indian colonics have no right to 
adopt such a convention without the au- 
thority of the British Parliamont, This 
authority was bestowod on the Austral- 
asian colonies, including New Zealand 
and Tasmania, in 1873; and Canada and 


the Wost Indios, while no formal propoui- 
tion bas boen made to them, have had an 
intimation that if they ask thoy will 
recoive, Great Britain fears tho offvct of ro- 
cent Amorican legislation on Canada and {is 
doing hor best to find now murkets for the 
produce of that country, It may be men- 
tioned hore that Australasia {s fast assuming 
& place of power atnoug the nations, and 
that the now Australian fleet is rapidly ap- 
proaching completion. The gunboats Boom- 
erang and Karrakatta will be Anished this 
yearand will rendezvous at Malta, where 
they will await tho arrival of the threo 
cruisers Katoomba, Mildura and Wallaroo, 
The Australians, liko the Americans, take 
native names for their vessels, in proferonce 
to the ponderous adjectives and nouns select- 
od for British mon-of-war. It may also be 
montioned that England {s not exponding 
much of ber military strength on Canada, 
having only 1400 troops there as against 
27,000 thought necessary to guard Ireland. 
THE KOCH LYMPH. 
The Disclosare of its Compounding a 
Disappointment, 

Braun, Jan, 18.— Dr. Koch's explana- 
tion of his lymph is not likely to mako tho 
manufacture general Indeed, the weight 
of medical opinion so far expressed is that 
the manufacture should remain under Dr. 
Kooh's supervision at least until the charac- 
ter and effects of the remedy shall be more 
thoroughly understood, Dr. Koch's journey 
to Egypt is said to be promoted by n desire 
to further investigate leprosy, to which dis, 
ease he has already given some attention.’ 
There is distinct disappointment over the 
defective character of his statement regard- 
ing the composition of the lymph, especially 
the studied reticence concerning some parts 
of the process of production. The weight 
of German, Austrian and English medical 
opinion supports the belief in tho healing 
virtues of the lymph. Prof, Virchow is 
understood to have modified his unfavorable 
‘view, Tbe evidence from every quarter 

when compared demonstrates that though 
the remedy has failed in many cases it has 
an undoubted effective ameliorating effect 
in early phthisis tubercles of the larynx and 
lupus. 

THE SNOWSTORM IN EUROPE. 


Heavy Snowfalls in France, Italy and 
Spain—Algerians Starving to Death. 

Paris, Jan. 18,—Heavy snowstorms pre- 
vail at Bordeaux and Periguevx. Traffic of 
all kinds is suspended in those neighborhoods, 
Allrivers in the department of Dordogne 
are frozen, Wolves aro ravaging the sheop 
pensin the villages. Farms in Pontarlier are 
isolated from all communication. Several 
deaths from cold are reported in the depart- 
ment of Chor. 

Napies, Jan. 18,—An _ vnprecedented 
snowstorm which set in yesterday and con- 
tinued throughout the night still rages. 
Ordinary street traffic has been suspended 
The weather throughout Spain is extremely 
cold, In the Malaga district jackals are 
playing sad havoc with the flocks and are 
appearing in such numbers that they are 
terrifying the peasants, The snow in the 
northern sections of the country is already 
five feet deep in many places. 

Avorers, Jan, 17.—About a week ago 
information reached the city of Tlemcan 
that the inhabitants of Sebden, a small town 
in the Province of Orau, were snowed up 


beyond escape and were slowly starving 
to death. Their stock of provisions had 
run out before the bearer of the news 
reached Tlemcan and it was said the 
horses, mules, and even the fow camels 
thore were being killed for food. The in- 
babitants of Sebdon depended almost entire- 
ly upon convoys of provisions from larger 
towns, and the stock kept on hand was 
comparatively small, The military authori- 
lies of Tlemcan immediately sent a quantity 
of provisions under the escort of troops to 
relieve the sufferers at Sebdon. Tho convoy 
ay ov so later was snowed up in the Tal- 
y ass, and it was some time before the 
aul iorities at Tleucau learned of its danger. 
An additional force of troops was thon 
sont. from Tlemcan to relieve the 
snowed-up troops and assist the convoy in 
pushing on to Sobdon, Jan. 15 it was an 
nounced the convoy had been extricated by 
the second detachment, Today information 
was received that the attempt to provision 
Sebdon had failed, that the district was hope- 
lessly snowed up and that the troops wero still 
striving to open communication with Sebdon. 
Grave apprehensions are felt as to the fate of 
the inbabitants of Scbdon., The French Afri- 
can troops, unaccustomed to such severe 
weather, make but poor headway in fighting 
their way through the snow and are suffering 
terribly from the cold, 

Lonpon, Jan. 17,—Despatches from Ger- 
many say astrong gale is blowing in Cux- 
haven. Tho Austrian railways are partly 
blocked. Large stocks of provisions are 
snowbound and the prices of food baye ad- 
vanced, Advices from Vienna say railroad 
communication with Temesyar, Hungary, 
has boon stopped owing to the great depth 
of the suow northward of that place. The 
ports of Lubeck and Rostock are again closed 
by ico, and Kiel fs shut in by driftice. At 
Hamburg tho cold has become more iutense 
and the river {s full of drift ice, which is 
greatly increasing the difficulty of naviga- 
tion, At Bremerhaven there is much drift 
ice, but it prevents no obstacle to navigation.

BRITISH WARSHIPS SET SAIL FOR 
CHILI WATERS, 

No Interference with the Loading or Un- 
loading of British Vessols will be Tole- 
ratod—An Aged Stranglers Vietim— 
Shocking Domeastio Tragedy. 


Lonpon, Jan. 19,—The latest advices from 
Chili show there is no improvement in the 
stato of affairs thore. The action of - the in 
surgents has rendered impossible tho loading 
and discharging of vossols in Chilian porta,- 
thereby causing considerable loss to foreign 
merchants, In view of ropresentations;made 
to the British Foreign Offico a portion of the 
British South Pacific Squadron, under the 
admiral in command, has been ordered to 
leave Ponama for Chilian waters without 
delay. It is understood the admiral bas re 
ceived instructions to take all stops nocessary 
to protect the Interests of British subjects in 
Chili, and that be will not allow the war 
vessols in tho hands of the insurgents to in- 
torfere with the loading or unloading of Bri- 
tish vessels, 7 

When the Cbilian navy revolted against 
the Government it was expected that it 
woulll be seconded by tho troops in Auto- 
fagasta and Caldera, but these soldiers re- 
mained faithful with the rest of the army to 
the Government. 

Orders have been given to prepare the 
Chillan torpedo-boats for service. The Gov- 
ernmont of Chili has issued a decree offering 
srowardof two yours’ pay and amnosty 
to those who have been unwillingly led into 
the revolt who will submit to the Govern- 
ment. Pisagua aud Caleta Buena, and prob- 
ably Arica, will be blockaded on and after 
Jan. 25, Provisions are becoming very scarce 
in Iquique, 


PROMPTED BY REVENGE, 


A Servant Murders Hor Mistress Booause 
of Cruelty, 

Panis, Jon. 19.—The woman Barbier, 
charged with the murder of her mistress, 
Mie, Bazier, on the outskirts of the Bols de 
Vincennes, was again examined to-day by 
the Juge d’Instruction, The story is a curi- 
ous one, even in the annals of French crime, 

In her testimony given yesterday Mere 
Barbler, hor features aglow with long pent up 
indignation, repeated her former statements, 
and hissed out that the widow had made her 
life intolerable by the most ingenious con- 
trivances. Not only did Mme. Bazier make 
it a rulo that sho should go regularly to mass, 
but insisted that she must lie awake o’ nights 
in order to perform her devotions at stated 
hours, For this purpose she would pull a box 
on wheels across the floor. 

Last Sunday Barbier pleaded severe illness 
and was allowed to remain in bed while ber 
mistress went to mass. The concession was 
tbe first that Mine. Bazier had made in 
months, but it proved fatal to her. Mere 

‘ Barbier was not ill, and as soon as the wi- 
dow left sprang from her bed and began to 
prepare to wreak her revenge. Taking a 
stout cord she made a running knot and sat 
down to await Mme, Bazier’s return. 

Stealthily following her mistress up stairs, 
and, slipping the noose over her head, tight- 
ening it around her neck, Mere Barbicr had 
the satisfaction of seeing her victim, after a 
struggle or two, breathe ber last, The old 
woman then dragged the body near the bed, 
piled on it the instrument of torture, the 
box ou wheels that had disturbed her slumb- 
ers, and carrying away the “pendule” that 
marked the time for her victim's death, took 
herself off. 

Mere Barbier was missing until the follow- 
ing day, when she was found, dazed and 
half frozen, in o copse not far from the 
house, Since her arrest she appears to have 
entirely lost her reasop, She gloats over the 
crime, which seems to have inspired her 
with not an atom of remorse, 


MURDER WILL OUT, 


A Student Convicted by the Death Bite of 
His Victim, 


Berne, Jan. 18,—Tho last act of a horrible 
tragedy has just been played in Switzerland. 
The body of a young girl, Anna |Hachinger, 
was recently discovered in the woods near 
Borne,and as it was shockingly mutilated the 
authorities spared neither time nor money in 
trying to discover who bad killed her. Their 
efforts, however, were {n vain and the foul 
deed would probably have remained a mys- 
tery forever had not a mere chance revealed 
the guilty person. 

A young medical student of the University 
of Berne entered the dissecting-rgom one day 
and prepared for work by taking off his 
overcoat and putting on a light office jacket, - 
As be did so one of his shirt buttons fell on 
the floor and his companions noticed a 
strange wound on his arm—ovidently the 
result of a terrible bite. Thoy quostioned 
him eagerly, but he tarned his back on them 
ul rupuy and, golog to his room, shot him- 
self through the head, 

At tho inquest which followed it was made 
clear beyond the shadow of a doubt that the 
wound tiad beon made by Anna Hachinger 
in hey death struggle, Tightly clinched be- 
tween the dead girl's teeth was found a pioce 
of skin, and this piece of skin corresponded 
exactly to the wound on the student's arm.

Panis, Jap. 19,—M. Charles Brou, an eo-

matter was to see the municipal business 
of our city managed ina more judicious 
and economical manner than it has been 
forsome years past. 

I do not wish to say a word derogitory 
to the character of any of our city officials, 
but on the contrary I can truthfully say 
that whenever I have had occasion to 
come in contact with any of them, either 
in their official capacity or otherwise, they 
have always been courteous and kind. 
Notwithstanding this I am of the opinion 
thatit 1s the duty of every member of our 
council to see that no more of the tax- 
payers money is paid for an article than it 
can be had for. Itis notlikely that any 
of the aldermen in their private dealings 
would pay more than necessary for any- 
thing they wished to purchase. Such 
being the case we must expect them, as 
members of the couneil, to attend to muni- 
cipal business on strcitly economical lines 
otherwise they have no business tooccupy 
the position. S., according to principles 
of economy, if those who are now holding 
municipal offices under salary are not 
willing to accept as low a stipend for their 
services as others are willing to take, who 
are just as competent as our present 
officials, they should be asked to step 
down and out, especially as these offices 
do not necessarily have to be given to 
any individual for life. It would be jonly 
fair play to passthe good things around 
occasionally. 

It will be remembered that the amount 
formerly paid for collecting the taxes was 
reduced to a very large extent, thanks to 
Ald. Collins and those who supported him 
in the council, and notwithstanding the 
great reduction for collection, I venture to 
say that no one has_ reason to be dissatis- 
fied with the efficiency of the present col- 
lector’s work. Such,being the case in this 
instance, why not goin for retrenchment 
all around, seeing that there is no lack of 
good capable menjin the city who would 
be glad to fill our municipal official posi- 
tions at about half what we are now pay- 
ing. It matters not what other munici- 
palties similar to ours are paying their 
Officers, our interests require 1s to do 
the very best we can for ourselves without 
reference to others. We want to make 
the cash extracted from the rate-payers 
reach as far as possible in all our expendi- 
tures and if we aretrue to our best in- 
terests our municipal machine would be- 
come a model jfor others to copy instead

LET THERE BE A REPRESENTATIVE 
MEETING TO-MORROW NIGHT. 


Tho Existence of the Exhibition Threat- 
onod by tho Indifforonce of the Citizons 
who Profit Most Largoly. 


Every citizen who takes an interest in 
the future of the Bay of Quinte district 
exhibition should make it a point to be 
present at the annual meeting to be held 
at the city hall to-morrow at one o'clock, 
p. m., when the present position ;and pro 
spects of the society will be fully discussed 
and new directors elected. [tis the in 
tention of several of those now on the 
board to retire as they feel that others 
should take their places and see what they 
can do to make the exhibition a success. 
It was at the suggestion of some of the 
citizens that the fair was enlarged from 
the small show it was a few years ago to 
the proportions of an exhibition more fit 
ting and creditable to the City of the Bay 
and the district about it. The scheme has 
not been a financial success in spite of the 
efforts of those who have given time and 
funds to assist it. We believe that the 
exhibition has been a credit to Belleville 
and thatthe public generally are well 
satisfied as the attendance last year clear- 
ly showed. If it is to be longer sustained 
in its present dimensions, the citizens in- 
dividually must take more interest in it 
and put it on a better financial basis. All 
who have any desire to assist should at- 
tend the meeting on Wednesday, The 
directors have been discouraged in the 
past by the lack of interest shown at the 
annual meetings, as evidenced by the 
small attendance, and if this year should 
not bring out some new blood ready to 
take a share of the responsibility on 
themselves we fear that the exhibition 
will be reduced to its original meagre 
proportions, Though Belleville receives 
the benefit of having the exhibition held 
here and profits largely by the influx of 
visitors, it is a strange fact that only two 
or three citizens have been induced to act 
on the Board while a large majority of the 
directors are resident outside of the city 
and are naturally less interested in its 
progress than the citizens. They are en- 
titled to the co-operation of every 
citizen who feels that the exhibition is a 
benefitand unless tnat is forchcoming 
this year no one can blame them if they 
despair of the future and leave the exhi- 
bition to its fate. We hope for the credit 
of the city that there will be 1 large meet- 
ing. The city has voted a good -deal of 
money all of which has been spent in 
erecting necessary buildings on the 
grounds. All this will be lost if the 
society is abandoned at its present crisis 
and the lands allowed to be sold to pay 
the debt which has been a charge on them 
since they were first acquired.

SUICIDE INA CABIN. 


A Son of Adm ral Turner of the U.S, Navy 
Shoots Himself. 

Vancouver, B,C., Jan, 20,—Lieut, E, P. 
Turner, son of Admiral Turner of the U.S. 
Navy, sbot himself four days outof Van- 
couver on tho Abyssinia from Caroline 
Islands, on her way to San Francisco. He 
loft astatement giving an account of the 
killing of his cousin inaduel, He was ob- 
served to bein the babit of taking drugs, 
Turner fired two shots while in the cabin 
and expired immediately, The body will be 
embalmed and forwarded to Jersey City. 


The Discriminatory Duty Imposed on Ton 
Imported From thgrUnited states, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 20,—The House Ways 
and Means Committee ordered a favorable 
report to-day on a bill to impose a discrimin- 
atory duty of 10 per cent. on all teas import- 
ed from countries which discriminate against 
the United States. The object of this bill is 
to meet a discriminatory duty of 10 per cent, 
which Canada, in order to benefit Canadian 
railroad and steamship lines, imposes on tea 
| imported from the United States. A provi- 
sion to impose a duty of 10 per cent. on teas 
imported from west of the Cape of Good Hope 
was stricken from the bill. 

The committee gave a hearing to H, H. 
Finley, representing the Buffalo Brewers’ 
Association, and who urged favorable action 
ona petition against the use of substitutes 
for barley malt and hops in the manufacture 
of beer. He declared beer was now very 
generally adulterated with articles detri- 
mental to health} and asked the passage of a 
law to compel the branding of beer and the 
labeling of it with a formula used in its 
manufacture. 

WASHINGTON, Jaa. 20.—Secretary Blaine 
says that the recent war excitementin Eng- 
landin connection with the Behring Sea 
matter was caused by a Philadelphia despatch 
to The London Times, stating that the 
American naval force on the Pacific was to 
be increased to 23 ships with 113 gunw 
and 8000 men. The Navy Departmeaot 
has informed Mr. Blaine that the 
naval force on the Pacific is 
smaller than at any time for the past 10 
years, consisting of only five ships with 31 
guns and 856 men. Mr. Slaine thinks the 
correspondent of The Times owes an expla- 
nation to the Anerican people. It is stated 
atthe Nayy Department that any one mak- 
ing enquiry there could have received defi- 
nite and accurate information on the subject 
and there was no excuse for sending erro- 
neous statements to Europe.

Shook His Fist at the Speaker. 

WasuinaTon, Jan. 20.—The House to-day 
was the scene of wild confusion, precipitated 
by the refusal of the Speaker to allow de- 
bate on the question of the approval of The 
Journal. Mr. Mills (Texas), in a very ex- 
cited manner, ran down the aisle shaking 
his fist at the Speaker and denounced him 
as practising a fraud upon the House. 
But the Speaker was immovable and 
called upon those opposed to approving 
The Journal to rise, and counting “one, 
two, three” declared the motion to ap- 
prove The Journal carried by a vote of {7 to 
8, Furthor demonstrations were made by 
Mr. Mills and by vilier members on both 
sides of the House, and a personal collision 
between the opposing sides seemed tuninent. 


Fires at Clinton and Owen Sound. 

Cuinton, Jan. 20.—At about 3}¢ o'clock 
this morning fire was discovered in the tan- 
nery of Hugh Moore, and although the 
steam engine was quickly on the scene little 
could be done other than saving adjacent 
property from destruction. The tannery 
being frame was completely destroyed. 
Some of the stock was saved, but about $800 
worth which wasto have been shipped to- 
day was destroyed, The buildings and plant 
valued at between $5000 and $6000 area 
total loss, there being no insurance, How 
the fire originated is not known. 

Owen Sounp, Jan. 20.—Early this morn- 
ing flre broke out in the Superior block in 
Divislon-street, The losers: Charles Rich- 
ardson, drygoods and gentlemen’s furnish- 
ings, loss about $6000. Insured in the Quebec 
Assurance for $1000, in the Phonix for 
$1000, andin the Eastern Insurance Com- 
pany for $2500, Miss Plante, dressmaker, 
loss about $200; no insurance, On tho build- 
ing, which {s owned by Mrs. Griffith, and 
which was badly gutted, the loss is about 
$4000; insured in Lancashire Insurance Com- 
pany for $2000, and in the British America 
for $2000, The fire is generally believed 
to have been the work of an incendiary. 


5 o'clock the residence of Mr. Duquette, 
grocer, was burned to theground. The fire 
was started by Mr. Duquetto’s little boy 
dropping a lamp on the floor, In trying to 
extinguish the lamp Mrs. Duquette was 
severely burned about the face and hands. 
Very little was saved from tho bullding, it 
being only a short time after tho firo started 
before the house was in ashes, 
Occasioned 815,000 Damage. 

MonTREAL, Jan, 2U.—A fire broke out to- 
night in the premises 305 St, Janmes-stroet, 
occupied by J. Tigh & Co., auctioncors, 
Standard Card Company, H. Kellort, 
clothier; A, Jacobs, woolens; and J, W, 
Nelles.

Loypon, Jan. 20,—Whilo a large number 
of children were playing in m schodl at 
Nantwich yesterday au ipfuriated cow 
charged upon them, tossing some in tho air 
and trampling others un ler its hoofs, Forty- 
nine children received more or less serious 

injuries, 

Bent, Jon. 20,—Tho roof ofa school for 
boys at San Demotrio gave way beneath its 
burdens of snow and ico and the whole mass 
went crashing into the schoolroom below, 
‘Twenty-two pupils were injured. 

A Chemist of Venezuela Who Killed a 
Dan in Paris Ton Yonrna Ago, 

Panis, Jan, 20,—Tho police of this city 
have just received advices from police 
authorities in Vonozuela mying that a 
chemist in Caraccas, known by tho namo of 
Welsor, has confessed to committing murder 
in Paris ten yoars ago. Welser saya that he 
then murdered a master chemist and his 
maidservant ina house in the Place Beau- 
yeau. Au assistant of the murdered chemist 
named Waller disappeared at tho time of 
oe murdors, and the police failed to track 

im. 

At the same tims it was ascertained that 
the sum of 40,000 francs, the property of the 
murdored chemist, was missing. Tho police 
evidently believe that Welser is identical 
with Waller and that Waller now hopes to 
avail himself of the ten years’ prescription 
provision in French criminal law. 


The Salvation Army in Russia, 

81, Pererspuno, Jan. 20.—The Salvation 
Army in Russia is doomed. The Imperial 
Government views with extremo disfavor 
the continued propagation of General Booth's 
ideas which have of late taken deep root in 
various parts of Russia, principally in Fin- 
land, and also in St, Petersburg itself. It is 
only a few days since a painful sensation was 
caused in aristocratic circles here by the 
action of the Princess Sergius Gagarino, who 
it will be remembered wished to have the re- 
ligious service at the funeral of her late hus- 
| band performed in accordance with Salva- 

tion Army notions, and ordered the min{ster 
of the Greek orthodox church out of the 
house. In consequence of this and other 
cases which have been brought to the notice 
of the authorities, they have determined to 
take energetic measures to check the further 
extension of Salvationism, 


A British Plenipotentiary. 

Lonpon, Jan, 20.—It is announced that 
Lord Salisbury has intrusted the British 
Minister to Portugal, Sir George Glynn 
Petrie, K.C.M.G., with power to arrango for 
the settlement of all matters in dispute be- 
twee. Vortugal and England. Sir George 
Glynn Petrie is now in Lisbon, aud it is un- 
derstood that everything in connection with 
the African dispute, so faras Great Britain 
is concerned, is now in the hands of tho 
gentleman mentioned. 


In Spite of “General Winter,” 

Paris Jan 20.—Lieut. Winter has accom 
plished his self-imposed task of walking from 
St. Petersburg to Paris, and is now the lion 
of the hour here. Fired with ambition to 
emulate the achievement of the Russian 
Lieutenant, two French lieutenants of cay- 
alry have decided to accompany Lieut, Wiu- 
ter back to St. Petersburg. The return 
ourney, however, will be accomplished on 
horseback. 


General Booth’s Practical Charity. 

Lonpon, Jan. 20.—General Booth, the 
leader of the Salvation Army, has asked the 
Lord Mayor of London to allow destitute 
persons to sleop in the various municipal 
buildings during the present severe weather. 
The General says he will undertake to feed 
everybody thus sheltered and to see that 
good order is preserved. 


Another Home Rule Bill, 

Dvusiin, Jan. 20.—Mr. Parnell returned 
to this city last evening. Mr. Parnell, in a 
letter to The Freeman's Journal, urges the 
attendance of the Irish Parliamentary party 
at the re-opening of Parliament, He says it 
is especiully important that there bea full 
attendance of the Irish members when the 
Land J'urchaso Bill reaches the committee 
stage. 

It is officially stated that 900 tenants in 
Kilkenny, who adopted the plan of cam- 
paign, have paid their rents since the split in 
the Irish party, and 30 per cent, of the ten- 
ants are vow anxious to come to terms with 
the landlords. 

Mr, Thomas Sexton urges that a full meet- 
ing of the National League should be con- 
vened in order that a decisive vote should be 
taken, 

The Bishop of Belfast has written a letter 
for publication in which he condemns Par- 
nell and praises Thomas Sexton, member for 
West Belfast. The Bishop also asks the 
National League members if they desire to 
see Tory members of Parliament represent- 
ing Belfast. 


Evicted Tenants to be Protected, 

Panis, Jan. 20.—Mr, John Dillon, Mr, T. 
P, Gilland Mr. and Mrs. William O'Brien 
will leave for Boulogne-sur-Mer to-morrow. 

“f am happy to state,” said Mr. Dillon, 
“that both sides, including Mr. Parnell, have 
agreed to an arrangement whereby persons 
evicted from their homes will be protected, 
quite apart from the dispute in regari to the 
leadorship.” 

Lonpon, Jan, 20,—The Daily Chronicle 
(Liberal) says it believes Parnoll has re- 
coived informal assurances from Mr, Glad: 
stone of his (Gladstone's) intention regard- 
ing another Home Rule Bill, 


Demonstration to Parnell, 

Warerronrn, Jan, 20.—At o meeting here

| Two Pittsburg Abscondere Arrested at 
Hamilton Charged with Stealing 885,000, 
Hamivton, Jan. 21.—Two American de- 
faulters from Bradford, Pa., named Isaac 
Rich and D, W. Robinson were arrested here 
this afternoon ona capias issued at the in- 
stance of James Werner of Boston, Mass. 
Rich and Robinson were in company in the 
wholesale boot and shoe business in Bradford, 
Pa., and were supposed to be doing a first- 
class business and considered very trust- 
wortky. They got credit to‘the extent of 
about $100,000 from different houses and on 
Dec, 20 they left for parts unknown, leaving 
stock to the value of only a few thousand 
dollars on the premises, the rest having been 
sold on short notice and the proceeds pocketed 
by the dofaulters. Werner, whois a traveler 
for Little, Maxwell & Co., Boston, Mass., 
who are creditors of Rich & Rouinson, got 
on the track of the pair and followed them 
to this city. Rich and Robinson were both 
accompanied by their wives when arrested 
and were on their way to England, The ex- 
tent of their defalcation is said to be in the 
neighborhood of $85,000,

Will Germany Interfere? 

Lonpon, Jan. 21.—A Berlin despatch states 
that the German court lus been asked to 
romonstrate with Russia against the harsh 
treatment of the German settlers in Russian 
Poland.

OF RELIEVING THE DISTRESSED POOR 
OF EUROPE,

Lonpon, Jan, 21.—The thaw throughout 
England continues. Ono of its offects was a 
disastrous jandslide at Folkestone, Thre 
People were crushed to death {a the 
avolancho of snow and earth which foll upon 
their cottagos, 

Tho thaw is genoral throughout England 
and in consequence thousands of those wha 
have been deprived of enjoyment by the 
closing of inland navigation and the recent 
rigorously col | weathor are resuming work. 
Tho effects of the storm are still felt, how- 
{ever, Tho poor-boxes kept in the magis- 
trates’ courts are exhausted in avewering the 
calls of respectable and well-recom- 
mended hungry people and thousands are 
known to be starving at home sooner than 
excopt the alternative of going to the work- 
house. The Salvation Army shelters are 
crowded and for sovoral nights many have 
had to be turned away for lack of accommo- 
dation, The charge at these shelters for 
supper, bed and breakfast {is four penco, 
but those without money are received and 
allowed to pay in labor, 

Dirastrous floods have occurred in many 
parts of tho country, especially in Kent, 
Whero roads, bridges and even houses have 
been swept away. 

The seaport of Focamp, at the mouth of 
the Focamp River, is inundated. The town 
was flooded so quickly that it was with diflti- 
culty the inhabitants wore rescued. 


In Paris the authorities are hiring addi- 
tional buildings for the reception of the 
destitute, many of whom wander all night in 
the streets, 

The warming rooms for the poor in Vienna 
ave very successful in alleviating misery, 
and a movement is on foot to add a bowl of 
soup for each person, 

A petition has been presented to the Ger- 
man Emperor, representing the terrible con- 
dition of the inhabitants of Schweidnitz and 
other districts in Silesia where typhus fever, 
brought on by hunger, is claiming many 
victims.

GERMAN EMIGRATION. 


The Subject is Under Discussion by the 
Members of the Reichstag. 

Berwin, Jan. 21,—In the Reichstag to-day 
the question was raised as to whether the 
Government was preparing a bill to regulate 
emigration. Dr. Von Bootticher, secretary 
of the Imperial Home Office, replied that the 
Government must wait and see the effect 
which the passage of the new Hamburg 
law upon the subject and the recently re- 
vised Bremen regulations would have before 
any additional action could be taken. 

Herr Markus of Bremen made astatement, 
during which he said that he attributed the 
defects in tls accommodations afforded to 
emigrants on board ocean steamers leaving 
German ports to the rapid growth of the 
Bremen Lloyds service. 

Herr Lingens,a member of the Centre 
party, said that the arrangements made to 
accommodate emigrants at Bremen were 
better than similar proparations made at 
Hamburg and at Antwerp.

Sypney, Jan, 21.—A sensational scena was 
witnessed during a performance by Mrs.

Dr, Guiteras, 
Yone of the commission now in Berlin, 
writes undoubtedly the improvement in 
the cases under my observation has been 
less rapid and less beneficial than we were 
at first justified in expecting. It is the 
unanimous opinion of the commission that 
in Koch's lymph, they are dealing with a 
substance which has a positive and a spec 
ific influence on tuberculous tissue, for it 
has been noted that in all cases where 
tuberculosis in any form existed, reaction 
has universally followed an_ injection. 
Usually inside the first twelve hours the 
temperature rises to 102° to 103° and is 
accompanied by headache, backache, pain 
in the limbs and in a few cases Nausea and 
vomiting. Beyond this no sudden delete- 
ious effects have been observed. Accepting 
as a tact that the lymph has no influence 
on other tuberculous tissue, then surely 
there has been discovered an agent of 
diagnostic value, for instance tuberculous 
similates many diseased conditions. If 
reaction follows the use of the lymph then 
it is clear that some form of consumption 
is being dealt with and the converse. And 
again accepting asa fact that this fluid 
exercises only a specific definite influence 
on tuberculous tissue inducing no reaction 
whateyer on those in whom tuberculosis 
(consumption) does not exist, we must 
conclude logically,inev:tably and absolute- 
ly that the lymph has no prophylactic 
(preventive) qualities, that is to say that 
this fluid differs from all other known. sub- 
stances in that it has no effect on healthy 
tissues. Differing therein from vaccine 
virus, the specific poisons of measles, scar- 
latina, small pox, etc., etc, _ For all these 
are capable ofand do produce changes 
and reaction in the healthy. I neglected 
to state that following each injection in the , 


advanced and fully developed cases 
analysis showed an excess of 
albuminous substances and ex- 
creta of the blood in the wine. In the 


foregoing I have endeavored to accurately 
present facts together with the conclusion 
of the almost unanimous majority of 
medical men. We note that following 
each injection there has been a maiked in- 
crease in the solid elements of the wine, 
showing conclusively that the lymph 
acting on tuberculous tissue does hasten 
its destruction and breaking downand thus 
the bluod becomes surcharged with necrotic 
tissue (effete material) thus forcing the 
kidneys todo more work. Now is it not 
legitimate to infer that we are compelled 
to conclude that where much necrotic 
tuberculous tissue exists (such as is al- 
ways in the moderately adyanced cases of 
consumption) the solid elements of the 
wine will be increased to such an extent 
that we will find the kindneys wholly in- 
adequate to perform their extra elimina- 
tion and failing thus prematurely preci- | 
tate the end. Already we are getting 
numerous reports confirmatory Of this, 
many deaths resulting. While it seems to 
be the generally accepted opinion of 
physicians at large that the lymph has no 
influence whatever on the health organism. 
Are we quite sure of this? What ground 
is there for such a hasty deduction? Only 
a little over to months have elapsed since 
investigation begun. We must remember 
that consumption is perhaps the most in- 
sidious and slow developing of all patho- 
logical conditions and I respectfully sub- 
mit that in an investigation extending 
only over two months, because there has 
been no noticeable signs of tuberculosis 
set up in the healthy by the innoculation, 
that therefore we are warranted in con- 
cluding that the fluid has no influence on 


the healthy. In fact Dr Peters 
of Paris reports that in twenty- 
one cases post-mortem fexaminations 


revealed an extensive increase intubercul- 
osis deposits. Not doubting the value

The Duke of Bedford's Suicide,

FRIENDS OF THE DUKE ATTEMPTED 
TO SUPPRESS THE FACT. 


| A Sharp Keporter Unearths the Fact that 
the Duke Took His Own Life—A Cor- 
oner Who Thought it 
pross the Facts—Fall Particalars of the 
Affair, 


Lonpon, Jan, 23,—The sensation of the 
j hour is the discovery that the Duke of Bod- 
|ford did not die a natural death, but that 
he committed suicide by putting a bullot 
Into his bead. That this fact was not dis- 
coverot until one week after the Duko's 

b and four days after his body had been 
reduced to a handful of ashes by cremation 
fs one of the most striking instances known 
in modern Umes of the power possessed by 
the m : ocracy for bushing things up. 

Core Troutbeck was called a few hours 
aftor his death. He knew from the moment 
he saw the body of the Duke that it was a 
case of suicide, and it was bis duty to report 
this information to the local police station 
and as for the assistance of a police officer. 
Tn this case he omitted to do so. Instead he 
hai a direct conference with one of the com- 
missioners of police, who connived with him 
fn st essing the scandal. 

At tho timo that this announcement was 
given tothe public at least three persons 
knew it was a case of suicide, which it was 
their nb-olute duty to report, no -atter 
whott t was the body of a Duke or that 
efndock band, These persons were Coro- 
nor Troutbeck, the Commissioner of Police 
with whont he bad conferred, and Dr, Gib- 
bons, who had attended the case, The Coro- 
nor adhered to the law in one respect. He 
summoned a jury and held a legal inquest. 
Consilering the opportunities for leakage 
through t\ ¢ jourymen, servants and the host 
of supernumoraries, itis wonderful tho secret 
it so long. 
fact is that it was flually discovered 
by a clover Police Court reporter, who, sus- 
Pecting somethi .g wrong, went to the coro- 
ner ani asked to see the depositions taken at 
the inquest, ¢ 

“Such a course is against my rule,” said 
the coroner. ‘ My predecessor never gave 
information to the press, I do not see why I 
should in this case depart from this rule.” 

“But,” urged the reporter, “there is a 
mystery about the Duke's death which I de- 
sire to clear up.” 

“Tam sorry Iam unable to oblige you on 
this occasion,” replied the coroner, “but 
really I caunot depart from the rule, If 
you asked me how John Jones, carpenter, 
came by his death I should decline to tell 
you.” 

“The report is circulated,” persisted the 
reporter, ‘that you held an inquest on the 
borly of the late Duke, If you decline to let

FROM NEWFOUNDLAND. 


The Colony Still Loyal to Great Britain 
and Hor Laws. 


Hauirax, N.S., Jan. 23,—Advices from 
Newfoundland state at a meeting of what i 
known as the “French Shore Committee” 
resolutions were adopted expressing grati- 
tude to their fellow-colonists in Canada for 
their manifestations of sympathy for 
Newfoundland in the hardship of its 
position, and of the active and 
valuable support and assistance  af- 
forded by the press, the various 
boards of trade and other exponents of 
public opinion and sentiment throughout the 
Dominion, The committee recognize in this 
sympathy and co-operation a source of 


strength and hope to sustain and encourage ‘ 


the people of Newfoundland to furthor per- 
sistent effort in the future, 

The St. John’s, Newfoundland, Herald 
says; “Itisquite true that all Newfound- 
land has been aroused to the most vehement 
resentment against Great Britain for this 
second outrage which sbe now purposes to 
perpetrate upon the colony, but we have no 
reason at all to believe that any section of 
our people have conspired to throw off their 
allegiance to the British crown, Whatmay 
happen in tho near future wo know not, but 
at present no rumors have reached us here 
in St. John's of any conspiracy against Hor

Thore iv 
fust as much mercy and condolence and 
soothing power in God as before the first 
grave was dug, or the first tear started, or 
the first heart broken, or the first accident 
happened, or the first fortune vanished.

In_ British 
Columbia there is a good field for the 
agriculturist and pastoralist—not wide, but 
good. And ifitbe any special attraction 
—wwhich, indeed, must be doubtful - it may 
be made known that the province is es- 
sentially English in all its ways and 
works.

upon the belief that the best possible thing 
for suecess in Canada is Canadian method 
and Canadian spirit—that is, wide-awake 
energy, simple industrious and_ social 
habits, careful investment (municipal, 
political and individyal,) and as the pio- 
neers put it themselves “sugar first and 
then style.”

“The question is not whether “the poor 
man is growing poorer or not, but wheth- 
er the difference between the reward of 
the laboring man for his labor and the 
reward of the man at the head of a_ big 
trust is growing greater. My friends, it is 
not the laboring man’s fault that he lives 
in the 1fth century. Whatis the trouble, 
the solving of the prablem? What are the 
underlying facts? We must base ourselves 
on soinething, I ean find no other basis 
upon which to place my belief than in an 
Almighty God. I don’t care whether you 
agree with me ornot. I have searched 
through and through for something on 
which to rest my belief and that is the 
basis I have arrived at. God isan indefi- 
nate ruler and creator, and wherever the 
injustice of this age came from— 
from man or devil—it did not come from 
God. God has put men here witha 
purpose and as surely as man is put on 
earth it 1s,his duty to accomplish the pur- 
pose for which he was sent. To do this 
he must have access to the natural possi- 
bilities God has given, A nation must 
give its members freedom so that each 
person may accomplish the purposes of 
its life, What are the qualities of freedom 
—life, certainly. In my body there are 
three lives—the intellectual, spintual and 
physical? Which of these is fundamental? 
Physical lite! take it, for only with a_per- 
fect strong body can | be free. If I have 
not bread for my stomach my _ intellect 
must sufter, and my spiritual life as wel, 
for it is hardto pray onan empty stomach, 
Then it is necessary that! shoud care for 
my physical life to accomplish God's pur- 
pose in me. Iam bound to live on earth 
toaccomplish that which God put me 
here toaccomplish.

“Then, I hear some one say, ‘What's 
the matter?

DEATH OF BELGIUM'S PRINCE. 


Mystorious Demise of the Heir to the 
The at Brussols. 

Brussets, Jan. 23.—Prince Bandouin, 
nephew of King Leopold, and heir to tho 
throne of Belgium, is doad. He died in 
Brussels at 3 o'clock yesterday, Tho cause 
of bis death is alleged to have beon an attack 
of bronchitis, The death of the Prince has 
caused a tremendous sensation, and creates 
consternation in all classes in Brussels, 
There are all sorts of rumors circulating, as 
the public was entirely unaware that the 
Prince was ill. Crowds of peoplo are parad- 
ing the streets, or gathered in knots at 
tho stroot corners eagerty discussing tho 
situation, On all eidas the warmest oxpres- 
sions of sympathy with the roya) family in 
this their fresh trial are heard. Prince 
Bandouiu’s popularity and brilliant talents, 
and tho bright hopes contred by the Belgians 
on bis future career, make them feel the 
Prince's loss in the keenest manner, 

| The nows of the Prince’s death was with- 
hold from his sister, the Princess Henriette, 
a beautiful girl of about 20 years of age who 
is dangorously sick from inflammation of the 
lungs. Tho palaco of the Count of Flanders, 
where the Princess resides, is surrounded bya 
strong force of police, who are doing their 
utmost to prevent the unusual noise in the 
stroots from arousing the suspicions of the 
suffering Princess. 

Itis openly asserted that the death of the 
popular Belgian prince was a repetition of 
the sad circumstances surrounding the death 
of the Archduke Rudolph, the heir to the 
Austrian throne, who met bis doath in such 
a mysterious manner on Jan. 30, 1889. It 
was added that a beautiful German gover- 
ness, who had recently been banished from 
the Belgium court by order of King Leopold, 
had beon in some way connected with the 
death of Prince Bandouln, Rumor also had 
it that there had been an intrigue lasting a 
long time between the governess and the 
Prince, and the result of their liaison is said 
to have been the birth of a child, In any 


case the death of the Prince is 
surrounded with mystery and specu- 
lation. The court physicians in 


the death certificate announce that the 
Prince's death was caused by hemorrhage 
following a severe attack of bronchitis, The 
physicians also assert that the Prince caught 
a chill while watching the bedside of his sis- 
ter, the Princess Henriette. But these state- 
ments are far from convincing the people that 
the real cause of the death of Prince Ban- 
douin hasbeen given to the public, and the 
startling rumors already referred to are 
popularly believed to be founded ona solii 
basis of fact of some description. 

Yelegrams and messages of condolence 
with the royal family of Belgium in their 


+ great sorrow are already reaching Brussels 


from all parts of Europe, among the des- 
patches received being words of sympathy 
from Queen Victoria and the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, 

Crape, black flags and other emblems of 
grief are being displayed every where through 
the city. Itis said in official circles that 
Prince Bandonin had for some time been 
suffering from influenza, but in spite of the 
remonstrances of his physicians he insisted 
upon passing his nights recently at the bed- 
side of his sister, Princess Henriette. On 


Monday last the prince insistel upon 
going for a drive or as some 
say for a ride on horseback. 


His foolbardiness caused him to catch a 
fresh cold and Wednesday he was forced to 
tako to bed. Yesterday the prince’s condi- 
tion had become more serious, but it does 
not seem to have caused alarm, as 
his indisposition was not known to 
tho public. Thursday afternoon an un- 
favorable change was noticed in the 
prince and his condition caused grave appre- 
hensions. Towards night the last sacraments 
of the Roman (ptholic Church wore ad- 
ministered to the prince. The prince was 
later attacked by high fever and was in dan- 
ger of lapsing into delirium. King Leopold 
nod Queen Maria were summoned to 
the prince’s bedside. They did their utmost 
to console the sufferer, though both king 
and queen were overcome with grief. Finally 
the ministers and chiefs of the royal house- 
hold were sent for. They were in attendance 


during all the latter part of the night. At 
1) o'elck the piiave was subjected 
to the operation of  cuppiug, but 
with no result Shortly before 
midnight the atteading physicians pro- 


nounced the prince

Worst was expe any moment, Gradu- 
ally the prince's resp.ration became weaker 
and weaker until a sndden How of blood from 
the lungs suffocated tho suffsrer, 

Tho latest and most probable version of 
the cause of Prince Bandouin’s death is that 
it wasdue to a complication of smallpox, 
bronchitis and haematuria, The populace 
what they term the blunder- 
ing of unsuspecting doctors. Prince Ban- 
douin was upon the point of being be- 
trothed to his gousin Princess Clementine 
the third and youngest daughter of his 
uncle, King Leopold. All the theatres and 
public institutions are closed and will re- 
main closed until after the funoral, which 
will take place from the royal palace at 
Lacken in South Brabant, about two miles 
north of Brussels. Parliament has also ad- 
journed. 

The official bulletin of the court physicians 
stjtes that Prince Bandouin died of con- 
gestion of the lungs caused by a chill con- 
tracted while waiting at the bedside of his 
sistor, the Princess Henriette, The remains 
of the Prince now lie in state on the bed on 
which he died, King Leopold visited the 
dying prince's bedside at midnight and the 
ministers wore also present,

Prince Bandouin Leopold Philippe Marie 
Charles Antoine Joseph Louis was the son of 
the Count of Flanders, brother of King Leo- 
pold, Prince Bandouin was born in this city 
June 3, 1869. He wasa captain of Belgian 
Carbiniors, and ao captain of Prussian 
cavalry, being attached to the second regi- 
ment of Hanoverian dragoons. The brother 
of Prince Bandouin, Prince Albert Leopold 
Clomeuts Marie Minrad, who was born April 
8, 1875, is now beir to the throne of Bolgium,

Grim Winters Loy Clutch. 

Sr. Pererspura, Jan, 25.—Terrific snow- 
storms have prevailed recently throughout 
the southeastern portion of Russia. Deep 
drifts have been formed in many localities, 
and whole villages and numbers of isolated 
houses have been almost buried insnow. The 
railroad tracks are entirely useless from the 
piles of snow resting uponthem. The in- 
habitants are suffering from the bitterly cold 
weather. Numbers of people have been 
frozen to death and it is feared that as the 
snow disappears further loas of life will be 
revealed. The city of Charkow, the capital 
of the Government of Kharkow, is com- 
pletely isolated by snow, and the only way 
of communicating with it is by telegraph. 
Charkow has 200,000 inhabitants, It is 
feared that if its isolation continues thore 
will be terrible suffering, owing to scarcity 
of provisions among its poorer inhabitants. 


Great Britain and Canada, 
Lonpon, Jan, 25,—The Chronicle says that 
a high authority declares that the Govern- 
ment has exercised no pressure on Canada in

Bucuarest, Jan. 24.—The headless body 
of a major in the Roumanian army was 
found yesterday in the bath room in the Car 
roll Hotel, Custendji. Two orderlies who 
are detailed as the major’s body servants 
were arrested to-day on suspicion of having 
murdered the officer, One of the orderlies 
confessed, and said they had buried the dead 
man’s head in the sand no* far from the hotel. 
Revenge for ill-treatment received by the or- 
derlies at the major’s hands is supposed to be 
the cause of the murder.

AROUND WASHINGTON, 
THE ‘ONTARIO’ IN CONGRESS AND 
AMONG THE SENATORS, 
A Magnifloent City of Parks and Palaces 
and Pilos Stupendous, 
(By Our Traveling Correspondent ) 

WASHINGTON, Jan 24,—The ONTARIO 
a few moments ayo left the White House. 

Some people are not intended for royalty. 
Of course the Harrisons are very nice 
folks and do all they can to make their 
guests feelathome. Still so many are 
dropping in constantly that it is impossibe 
to devote all the time to a paricular gest 
especially ifa foreigner with very little 
influence to aid in a second term boom. 
Washington is a beautiful city, abounding 
in broad, well-paved and well-shaded 
avenues, handsome stores, elegant resi- 
dences and magnificent public buildings. 
Its situation on rolling ground with its 
many public squares and parks, affords a 
view particularly any point of elevavon 
the massive government buildings, scat 
tered over the landscape looking like 
palaces in forests of leafy elms. : 

The ONTARIO'S visit at the patent office 
was necessarily brief, Never haying 
acquired the habit, the frequent notices, 
“use the spitoons,” quite naturally made 
one ill at ease, so after dodging around 
countless glass cases glancing occasionally 
at some model and then at a. policeman, 
we said to a colored man “what's the way 
out of this jail?” and hurriedly made our 
escape without using the spitoons once. 

Colored people are not such 
a luxury here, and like other products 
of tropica countries they are prolific and 
may be found everywhere no place be- 
ing so common that they do not frequent. 
This isa free country. In the street cars, 
at the white house,in the senate,the darkey 
takes his turn, the same as any other 
inan. In many of the southern states on 
election day he is much more secure away 
trom the polling booth, but the change is 
so great to thirty years ago that it 1s about 
time to 

“Run tell Elijah to hurcy up Pomp 

To meet us at the gum tree 

Down in the swamp 

To wake Nicodemus to-day.” 

A few minutes in the supreme court 
sufficed to satisfy us that in the selection 
1 of judges, agehadthe preference overlooks. 
; They have a venerable appearance, not at 

all legal, too honest for that, more pastor- 

al as if their former pursuits had been of 
the agricultural hay seed order (fleecing 
probably). 

At the time of our visit to the house of 
representatives the clerk was engaged in 
reading a very interesting bill which no- 
body listened to and which he was reeling 
off, ‘regardless!’ as his utterances were 
heard only by the visitors in the galleries; 
the members nearly all being out, we were 
unable to see how they would compare 
with our N. P, but Canadagenerally holds 
her own andinthis case would probably 
do more so.

The American is a hero worshipper. Like 
the Israelites when Moses was absent a 
few days they desire sumething to worship 
and in the absence of a Lincoln or Garfield 
or a Grant, will worship the golden fully 
as much if not more than a Canadian, He 
of necessity must have a heroand as real { 
ones are very rare, often worship is given 
to an intensely ordinary sample of human- 
ity. Belleville has so little ornamentation 
that one hardly knows where a few bronzes 
of our mayors, aldermen and military lead- 
ers could be displayed. When the south- 
ern democrats get control of the reins here 
as they had _ thirty five years 
ago and will in less than 
that ten years in if the republicans re- 
fuse to legislate as the people demanded 
last November, There will then be a 
splendid job lot of bronzes for sale cheap. 
Then will be our time to invest in such 
luxuries. The hot Southern blood natur- 
ally hates and is only abiding his time 
when every reminder of that terrible war 
between brothers will be effaced as far as 
possible. The number and extent of the 
public buildings are far beyond our con- 
ceptions, They are not huddled together 
but are to be found in different parts of 
the city in which they be- 
come centres and around which are found 
fine hotels and residences. Their mas- 
siveness and general similarity of design 
indicate in nearly every instance the fact 
of its being public except in the cases of 
the building of the pension departn.ent 
and army and navy department which are 
of more modern type. Our buildings at 
Ottawa are very fine, but they want that 
massiveness and distinctness so character 
istic here,

census, should ono be determined on now. 
Itis not difficult to imagine circumstances 
which would make delay in giving increased 
representation to tho provinces entitled to it 
a grave injustico; but unless such a one 
should arise there is nothing to pravent a 
parliament elected a few months hence run- 
ning out its term before the redistribution of 
seats occurs.

He was conducted to the palace and by 
an arrangement of mirrors, his desire was 
granted. On fleaving the palace, the 
Punjaubic king escorted his visitor a little 
way, but the treacherous Mussalman had 
placed his men inambush and the king 
was taken prisoner aud carried outside 
the gates. The Mahommedan then en- 
deayored to secure the queen. She agreed 
to go outside the fort, but stipulated that 
her retainers, who were women, should at- 
tend her. At the head of a procession of 
seven hundred palanquins, beautifully 
draped with gold-embroidered silks, each 
one borne by four men, she entered the 
camp of the enemy. When lo! up from the 
pa'anquins sprang an army of warriors. 
Thetlahommedans were defeated, the 
king recovered and 1gain they shut them- 
selves up in their city. Some years later 
another attack [was made on them,and for 
twelve long years the Mahommedans 
camped outside the gates, at the foot of 
the hill.

that Mr, Lingham is acting in conjunction 
with several Toronto and Montreal houses 
in the arrest of Bleecker, The amount 
which he is supposed to haye defrauded 
his creditors is something in the neighbor- 
hood of $5,000, the best _ part of which he 
squandered, After leaving Uelleville he 
went to Florida where he engaged in the 
lumber business with C. Hagermans who 
is filso from this city. Becoming tired 
of this business he went to Detroit where 
he located and established a first class 
livery, Disposing of the business in a 
few months he paid a secret 
visit to Belleville, where his his wife was 
living and left again during the night with- 
out the knowledge of the police, He told 
his wife that hewas going to Buenos Ayres 
and for which point he set out, His heart 
failed him, however, and he did not go far 
on his journey when he returned and set- 
tled in Oswego where he-again engaged in 
business, _tlis creditors got wind of the 
fact that he was coming to Belleville to 
again visit his wife and his arrival here was 
fixed for Tuesday night.

A PILGRIMAGE DOWN THE POTOMAC 
TO MOUNT VERNON, 


Tho Yankeo Mocoa—tho Last Days of 


Washington-A Spot Famous in 

History. 

(By Our Travelling Corrospondont,) 

MOUNT VERNON, Va,—The weather 
being particularly fine to-day, a run 
down the Potomac on the magnificent 


steamer Macalister to this spot so famous 
in history as the home of Geo. Was ing- 
ton, was just in order Contrary to ex 
pectations quite a large party of tourists 
were of the same mind,so we were not 
without company, A run of thirty minuics 
brings us to the silent city of the Potomac, 
Alexandria, once the leading market tow n 
onthe river but now its long line of 
wharves with their dingy red brick store- 
houses are almost deserted and simply 
[ remind one of the past. Before} the ci y 
of Washington was known it was an active, 
bitsy city and many thousands of dollars 
worth of tobacco and cotton were annually 
shipped from here, The old church with 
its white and green painted tower where 
Washington used to attend, can be easily 
seen fromthe steamer, Ten miles to 
church is now thought too far, yet he was 
alwas regular in spite of thejweather, In 
quick succession are past Forts Foote and 
Hamilton, both on the Maryland side. The 
former was only used during the rebellion 
and is marked by a few frame houses and 
long grass covered arthworks, the latter, 
however, has a history, for here we (the 
British) made it very interesting in 1812 
The first is substantially built of stone but 
is dismantled. One woman alone, probab- 
ly an old maid, is left to man it, no man 
daring to molest or make her afraid. From 
this point is afforded a most cha ning 
view, on looking up or down the river. In 
the northern lindscape in additton to the 
silvery windings of the river with the 
rolling hills on each side, as far as the ey? 
can see, rises up the dome of the capo 
and higher still, above the clouds, piercing 
the heavens, is the Washington monu- 
ment, sixteen miles distant, Looking 
south jis Mount Vernon, situated on the 
margin of the river on an an elevation of 
206 feet with a background of hills, moun- 
tains aud blue sky, a most enchanting 
scene, The mournful tolling of the 
steamers bell presently tells us we are 
passing the spot where lies the body of 
truthful George. The effect is very solemn. 
Once at the dock the pilgrims form in line 
and walking up along nicely gravelled 
walks we are soon at the tomb. A nice 
looking, smooth-shaved young man, met 
the party, and with uncovered head, pave 
a history of the tomb, through the grated 
doo.« of which we saw the marble coffins 
of Mr. and Mrs. Washington. 

A walk of a few hundred feet brings us 
to the home, and as we stand on the piazza 
with its familiar white columns and. take 
in the eublimity of the view, adjectives fail, 


we throv up the »Sponge, “its 
just too lovely for anything.” 


On entering the house one is

the carpets, furniture and fittings of a hun- 
dred years ago are there. The bed rooms 
with the old fashioned bedsteads are there 
as they left them to take the long sleep, 
If these walls conld only speak. [nthe 
rear of the mansion are the k chen, the 
laundry, and several other houses, all y 
substantial and comfortable looki ng where 
his servants (slaves) had their quatters. 

The old stables, where he used to storm 
around because his horses were not well 
groomed are there, but a new lot of horses, 
The darkey in charge was too young to try 
and work himself off as one of the old 
vants, although we asked him and gave 
him to understand we thought he was, but 
he would not lie. If he had had a hatchet 
when he was a boy we will guarantee he 
did. There are comparatively few of 
Washington's old body servants left. Like 
the olJest treemason they are occasionally 
reported as having passed in their chec 
positively the last, until some enterprising 
reporter thinks it about time for another. 
Mount Vernon is a charming spot. One 
can well understand why Washington 
chose it, and why he preferred it to any 
even to life at the capital with its almost 
royal surroundings, In such a home with 
everything temperol to make life enjoy- 
able one could not be but happy. [tis 
difficult to imagine a more enjoyable 
way of putting in a day both pleasantly 
and profitably. It is very well for newly 
married couples, they can wander around 
in the groves, sit in the shady nooks by 
the river, pet the deer in the park or get 
their photographs taken together. Many 
a young man has settled his fate here. One 
young woman was weeping, she was 
willing, but perhaps her pa wasnt. Don't 
ever go fooling around Mount Vernon 
with your girl. Sentiment is so Strong it 
makes a perfect fool of common sense. A 
man goes down there fully determined 
that Washington wasn't much more than 
any other man, bat the scenery, the toll- 
ing of the bell, the grand old home, the 
bed he slept on, and the toggery he used 
to wear all old and threadbare will in 
fluence the most hard hearted and sort of 
involuntary like he finds himself, placing 
him inaniche of fame far above Gen'l 
Middleton, Sir Adolphe Caron and other 
heroes of Batchoe. | presume this will 
pass away and I wil! be as big a fool as 
ever, but if ever you are at the capital 
you will find it well worth your while to 
take a run down to Mount Vernon.

It is a vory oasy matter to talk about 15,- 
000 or 20,000 horse-power, but few per 
realize what it moans or the cnormous force 
that it oxerts. Tho new White Star steam- 
ships, for instance, or the Inman Line's City 
of New York develop from 18,000 to 20,000 
horse-powe They bave twelve boilers and 
roventy-two furnaces, we vd with forced 
draft, Assuming that the engines will re- 
quire eighteon pounds of steam per horse 
per hour, then 160 tons of feed water must 
be pumped into the boilers every hour, and 
150 tons of steam will pass through the dn- 
gines in the samo time. In twonty-four 
hours the feed water will amount to 
8,340 tons, occupying 180,210 cubie feet, 
This amount of water would fill a longth 
of 493 foot of a canal forty feet wid 
seven feot deep, Taking the 
ing water at thirty times the feed wat 
amount to 4,800 tons per hour, or 11 
in twenty-four hours, or for a six-day trans- 
Atlantic run not less than 691,200 tons, or 
24,883,000 cuble feet, This amount of water 
would fill a cubical tank 205 feet on the side 
—a tank into which the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral, steeples and all, on the Tinwa 
building, could be put and completely coven 
ed up. The coal consumption is not less ia, 
toresting. Four hundred tons a day are 
burned on the 20,000 horse-power pressure, 
This would {01 400 wagons, It requires for 
its combustion 8,609 tons of air, occupying o 
space of 222,356,000 cubic fect, It fs im- 
possible to put these figures in a shape such 
that may be grasped by the average reader, 
but enough has been cited to show, neverthe- 
less that the circulating pumps and fan en 
gines of such ships are a hard working lot.— 
Iron Age.

WINDOM EXPIRES, 


After Concluding a Speech at the 
York Bonrd of Trade at Del 
Death Due to Heart Dinoase—The Ban-

uct Suddenly Torminatos, 


New York, Jan. 20.—Ovor 250 guests at- 
tended the 18th annual banquet of the Now 
York Board of Trade and Transportation at 
Delmonico’s to-night. Many prominent gen- 
tlemen wore prosont, including Secretaries 
Windom and Tracy, ex-Secretary Bayard, 


Murat Halstead, Collector Erhardt, General 
Woodford, Erastus Wiman, Hon. Wilfrid 
Laurier of Cannda, Hon, J. W. Longley, 
Attorney - General of Nova Scotia, 
and J. W. Vrooman. After tho 
sumptuous feast had been partaken of, 


Capt. Ambrose Snow, president of the 
Board, introduced Secretary Windom, who 
Jesponded to the toast, Our country’s pros- 
perity dependent upon its instruments of 
commerce.” The secretary made an oxcollont 
address and was heartily applauded. Judge 
Arnoux thon got up and was introducing ex- 
Secretary Bayard, when someone cricd: 
“Look at Secretary Windom!", The 
speech was broken short and every eye was 
turned in tho direction of the Necrotary. 
He had collapsed and was falling to the floor. 
His face was ghastly and a cry of horror 
arose among the guesta. There was 
on immediate rush on the part of 
all bands towards Mr, Windom, but 
several doctors who were present 
got there first and drove the others back. 
Dr, Robinson examined the prostrate form 
and discovered the heart was still boating. 
By his orders the secretary was carried into 
the dish room adjoining the banquet hall 
and placed on a table, Messengers wore 
hastily despatched for electric batteries 
and as many as four were applied to his 
body, which was rapidly growing cold. This 
was at 10.05 p.m, For six minutes the elec- 
tric shocks were applied incessantly, but 
without success, At 1111 p.m. Judge 
Arnoux came out of the dish room and an- 
nounced that Secretary Windom had 
breathed his last, ‘He is dead.” 

This was the fearful announcement that was 
said in a voice midway between a sob and a 
whisper through that gaily-bedecked banquet 
hall. Every man looked at his neighbor with 
blanched chee’ s and silence fell upon the 
men who only a few moments before were 
clamoring for news of Mr. Windom’s con- 
dition. The secretary had succumbed to an 
attack of heart disoase, and only 
last Monday had an attack which, 
however, passed away without caus- 
ing him much inconvenience, When 
it was officially announced that the secre- 
tary was dead, Secretary Tracy went to 
the nearest telegraph office, and sent a mes- 
sage to President Harrison, informing him 
of the untimely event and requesting 
him to communicate with Mrs, Windbam. 

Mr, Windoms death put an abrupt end to 
the banquet, Addresses were to have been 
made by Secretary Tracy, ox-Secretary Bay- 
ard, Wilfrid Laurier, J. W. Longley and 
Murat Halstead. After the secretary had 
been pronounced dead Dr. Robinson said "I 
would say the cause of his death was apo- 
plexy if it was not for the history of heart 
disease, with that in view I am compelled to 
think heart disease killed him.” 

Secretary Windom'’s remains will be sent 
to Washington on ao special train in the 
morning. 


The President Hears the News, 


Wasuineton, Jan, 20.—The death of 
Secretary Windom in New York to- 
t gave a great shock to his of- 
friends and associates, When 


the despatch announcing the sad event was 
read to President Harrison he was greatly 
distressed. He immediately took a carriage to 
the house of the Postmaster-General, where 
a cabinet dinner bad been in progress. Mrs. 
Windom and her two daughters and Mrs. Col- 
gate of New York, whois visiting them, were 
aniongs tthose present. Tho President bada 
hurried conversation with Blaine and Proc- 
tor and the Postmaster-General. Thoy then 
privately informed Mrs, Colgate of Mr. Win- 
dom’s death, and she, without exciting 
suspicions, got the boreaved ladies to their 
carriage and home. The Presidont, Secre- 
tary Proctor and Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker followed directly after, When 
Mrs. Windom and daughters reached the 
house Mrs. Colgate gently broke to them the 
dreadful news. Mra, Windom was complete 
ly overcome and had to be assisted to her 
chamber,

FIENDISH CRIME IN BOSNIA, 


Gendarmes Discovered to Have Committed 
{ Outrage avd Murder Nearly Lynched. 

Vienna, Jan, 20.—A despatch from Bosna 
Berni, the capital of Bosnia, gives tho details 
of o strange and horrible murder. Two gen- 
darmes, it appears, outraged, killed and 
afterwards cut up the body of a young Ser- 
vian girl whom they met while patroling a 
road passing throngh a thick wood, After 
murdering the woman tho géndarmes con- 
cealed her remains in the forest and were 
upon the point of leaving tho scone of their 
crime when they caught sight of an Italian 
woodcutter, who seemed to have been watch- 
ing the whole proceeding. Upon being 
questioned the man admitted that he bad 
geon the geudarmes commit the crime. Upon 
his promise not ts say anything aboutit they 
siinply arrested him as a vagrant, instead of 
killing bim, as at first proposed, 

Tho police officers took their prisonor to 
their headquarters at the gendarmerie, but 
upon arriving there the Italian woodcutter 
donounced the gendarmes and told the polico 
officials where they could find the body of 
the murdered woman, The -two murderers 
wore then arrested, - News of the criine soon 
caused a large crowd to collect in front of 
the police station, and when the officers who 
bad been sent to investigate the woodman’s 
charges returned, boi ~ the body of tho 
inurdered woman upon a stretcher mado of 
branches of trees, the fury of the crowd 
assemblod about the gendarmerie know no 
bounds. They made a rush for the doors of 
the gendarmerie, broke into that building in 
spite of the efforts of the officers to stop 
thom, and had nearly lynched the two mur- 
dorous gendarmes when tho latter were 
rescued by a number of policomen anda 
detachment of soldiers who had been called 
to quell the disturbance,

OUTRAGES BY STRIKERS. 


Attempt to Dorall a Train—Stone Trowing 
—Trouble with Reporters. 

Grasaow, Jan. 20.—The strikers seem to 
have resolyed to continue their policy of 
railroad outrages, At Greenock  yes- 
torday a passenger train happily crossed 
safely over a chain which had been twisted 
around the rails ‘The train and passengers 
were entirely uninjured. 

Stone throwing continues in spite of the 
police protection afforded to the companies, 
aud an additional number ef engineers and 
firomen bave been injured by this bombard- 
ment upon the part of the strikers. Tho 
railroad companies have offered rowards for 
the apprehension and conviction of any per- 
son found throwing stones at the trains, but 
there have been but few arrests made in cou- 
sequence, 

The strikers’ orators recently, apparently 
discontented with the views the newspapers 
of the strike, have been villifying the 
yoporters of the Glasgow newspapers The 
result is that the powspapers of this city 
have agreed not to report any future meet- 
eogs which the strikers may bold. 

The great railroad strike bas collapsed and 
the leaders of tho strikers are treating with 
the officials of the companies, 


A RIOT IN JAMAICA. 


Soldiers Attack the Constabalary Station 
and Policomengand Are Badly Beaten 
Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 29,—A few days 

ago a determined attack was made by some 

60 or 80 soldiers of the West India Regiment, 

encamped near Kingston, Jamaica, on the 

constabulary station in Fleteher’s Land. The 
station is guarded by only four men, this 
number being thought sufficient for the ordi- 
nary duties of the place, It appears that the 
row began first on the race course, conse- 
quent on the soldiers attacking a con- 
stable and mauling bim so badly that he had 
to be taken to the hospital in almost a dying 
condition. After rescuing their comrade 
the police retreated to the station in Fletch- 
er’s Land, which the soldiers began to bom- 
bard with brickbats and large stones, Mat- 
ters got so serious and the besieged 
constables were getting so badly hurt that at 
last it was deemed advisable to sound the | 
fire alarm and§so bring out the reserve of 
constabulary in the Sutton-street station. 
The arrival of the oxtra policemen was 
greeted by a *very heavy shower of stones, 
one of which felled Inspector Wadderburn, 
while another which struck him on the head 
when rising nearly knocked him senseless, 

Only the timely arrival of a strong picket 

from camp under the command of several 

officers put an end to hostilities and un- 
doubtedly saved the lives of the policemen, 

The large force of soldiers prevented the cap- 

ture of any of their number save one, who 

was run down to Satton-street station with 
the handcuffs on. Fully two dozen constables 
were so badly injured that they bad to be

DEATH AT THE BANQUET 


2R, TALMAGE PREACHES” OF THE 
WRITING ON THE WALL, 


The Great Lessons Tanght'by the Feast 
and Death of Belsharzar—The Bogin- 
ning and Close of the Banquets of Sin 


Life Likened Thoreto. 


ROOKL N.Y, 
January 1801.— 
Dr. Talmage preach- 
ed the following ser 
mon this morning. 
His text was Daniel, 
5:90; “In the night 
was Belshazzar, tho 
king of the Chaldeans, 
Ns slain,” 

After the site of Babylon had boon select- 
ed, two million of men were employed for 
tho construction of the walls and principal 
works, Tho walls of the city were 
sixty miles in circumference. They were 
surrounded by tho trench, out of which had 
been dug the material for the construction of 
tho city, There were t ty-five gates of 
olid brass on each side of the square city, 
Between every two gates 8 t watch 
tower sprang up into the heavens, From cach 
of the twenty-five gates, on either side a street 
ran straight through to the gate on the other 
side, so that thore were fifty streets, each 
fifteen miles long, which gave to the city 
‘an appearance of wonderul regularity, The 
houses did not join each other on the ground, 
and between them were gardens and shrub- 
bery. From house-top to house-top bridges 
swung, over which the inhabitants were ac- 
customed to pass. A branch of the I 
phrates went through the city, over w hich a 
bridge of marvelous structure was thrown, 


and under which a tunnel ran, To 
keep the river from overflowing the city in 
times of freshet, a great Inke was ar- 
ranged to catch the surplus, in which 


the water was kept as in a reservoir until 
times of drouth, whon it was sent stream- 
ing down over the thirsty Iand. A palace 
stood at each ond of the Euphrates bridge; 
one palace a mile and three quarters in 
compass and the other palace seven and a 
half miles in circumference. The wife of 
Nebuchadnezzar, having been brought up 
among the mountains of Media, could not 
stand it in this flat country of Babylon, 
and so, to please hi sbuchadnezzar had 
a mountain. four hundred feet high, built 
fu the midst of the city, This mountain 
was surrounded by terraces, for the sup- 
port of which great arches were lifted. On 
the top of those arches flat stones were laid; 
then a layer of reed and bitumen; then two 
rows of bricks, closely cemented; then thick 
sheets of load, upon which the soil was 
placed. The carth hero deposited was so 
decp that the largest trees had room to an- 
chor their roots. All the glory of the flowery 
tropics was spread out at that tremendous 
height, until it must have seemed to one be- 
low as though the clouds were ali in blos- 
som, and the very sky leaned on the 
shoulder of the cedar, At the top an engine 
was constructed, which drew the water from 
the Euphrates, far below, and made it spout 
up amid this garden of the skies. All this to 
please his wife. I think she must have been 
pleased. 

In the midst of this city stood also the 
temple of Belus. One of its towers was 
ono eighth of a mile high, and on the top of 
it an observatory, which gave the astrono- 
mers great advantage, as, being at so grea 
a heig uld easily talk with the 
stars. nple was full of cups, and 
statues, and censers, all of gold. One 
{mage weighed a thousand Babylonish tal- 
ents, which would be equal to fifty-two 
million dollars. All thi, \y day, but now 
night was about to come down on Babylon. 
The shadows of her two hundred and fifty 
towers began to lengthen. The Euphrates 
rolled on, touched by the fiery splendors 
of the setting sun; and gates of brass, burn- 
ished and glittering, opened and shut like 
doors of flame. The hanging gardens of 
Babylon, wet with the heavy dew, began to 
pour, from starlit flowers and dripping leaf 
a fragrance for many miles around. The 
streets and squares were lighted for dance, 
and frolic, and promenade, The theatres and 
galleries of art invited the wealth, and pomp, 
and grandeur of the city to rare entertain- 
ments. Scenes of riot and wassail were 
mingled in every street: godless mirth, and

A royal feast to-night at the king’s palace. 
tushing up to the gutes are chariots, up 
holstered with precious cloths from Deden, 
and drawn by fireeyed horses from ‘Togar- 
mah, that rear and neigh in the grasp of the 
chariotecrs; while a thousand lords dismount, | 
and women, dressed in all the splendors of 
Syrian emerald, and the color-blending of 
agate and th hasteness of coral, and the 
soinbre glory of Tyrian purple, and princely 
embroideries, brought from afar by camels 
across the desert, and by ships of Tarsbish 
across the sea. 

Open wide the gates, and let the guests 
come in, The chamberlains and cup-bearers 
are all ready. Hark to the rustle of the 
robes, and to the carol of the music! See | 
the blaze of the jewels! Lift the banners, 
Fill the cups. Clap the cymbals. Blow the 
trumpets. Let the night go by with song 
and dance, and ovation; and let that Baby. 
lonish tongue be palsied that will not say, “O 
King Belshazzar, live forever!” 2iey

I go on to learn that when God writes 


‘ anything on the wall, a man had better 


read it as it is. Danial did not misinterpret 
or modify the handwriting on the wall, It 
is ull foolishness to expect a minister of the 
Gospel to preach always things that the 
people like or the poople choose. Young 
men, what shall I preach to you to-night? 
Shall I tell you of the dignity of human 
nature? Shall I tell you of the wonders that 
our race bas accomplished! “Oh! no,” you 
say, ‘tell me tho message that came from 
God.” Iwill, If there is any band-writing 
on the wall, it is this losson:— Accept 
of Christ, and be saved!" I might talk of a 
great many other things; but that is the 
message, and so I declare it, Jesus pas 

fe 
said to those who did wrong, and who were 
offensive in His sight, “Ye generation 
of vipers! ye whited sepulcures! how can 
ye escape the damnation of hell’ Paul 
the apostle preached before n man who was 
not ready to hear him preach, What sub- 
ject did he take? Did he say, “Ob! you 
are a good man, a very fine man, a 
very noble manf’ No; he preached of 
righteousness to a man who was un- 
righteous; of temperance to a man who was 
the victim of bad appetites; of the judgment 
to come to aman who was unfit for it, So 
we always declare the message that happens 
to come to us, Daniel must read it as It is, 
A minister preached before James I. of Eng- 
land, who was James VI, of Scotland?! 
What subject did he take? The king was 
noted all over the world for being unset- 
tled and wavering in his ideas. What did 
the minister preach about to this man who 
was James I, of England and James VI. of 
Scotland? He took for his text (James 1:6~— 
“He that wavereth is like a wave of the sea, 
driven with the wind and tossed.” Hugh 
Latimer offended the king by a sermon he 
preached; and the king said, “Hugh Latimer, 
come and apologise.” “I will,” said Hugh 
Latimer, So the day was appointed; and the 
king’s chapel was full of lords dukes, and the 
mighty men and women of the country, for 
Hugh Latimer was to apologise. He began 
tho sermon by saying, “Hugh Latimer, be- 
thimk thee! Thou art in the presence of thine 
earthly king, who can destroy thy body. But 
bethink thee, Hugh Latimer, that thou art 
jn the presence of the King of heaven and 
earth who can destroy both body and soul in 
hell fire.” Then he preached with appalling 
directness at the king’s crimes. 

Another lesson that comes to us;—Thera 
is a great difference between the opening of 
the banquet of sin and its close, Young 
man, if you had looked in upon the banquet 
in the first few hours, you would have 
wished you bad been invited there, and 
could sit at the feast. “Oh! the grandeur 
of Belshazzar’s feast!” you would have 
said; but you Jook in at the close of the 
banquet, and your blood curdles with hor, 
ror. The King of Terrors has there a 
ghastlier banquet; human blood is the wine, 
and dying groans are the music, Sin has 
made itself a king in the earth, It has 
crowned itself, It has spread a bai.quet. 
It invites all the world to come to it. It 
has hung in its banqueting-ball the spoils 
of all kingdoms, and the banners of all na- 
tions. It has gathered from all music, It 
has strewn, from its wealth, the table and 
the floors and arches. And yet how often 
is that banquet broken up; and how horri- 
ble is its,end! Ever and anon there is a 
handwriting on the wall. A king falls. A 
great culprit is arrested. The knees of 
wickedness knock -together, God's judg 
ment, like an armed host, breaks in upon the 
banquet; and that night is Belshazzar, the 
king of the Chaldeans, slain, 

Hore is a young man who says, “TI cannot 
see why they make such @ fuss about the in 
toxicating cup. Why, it is exhilarating! It 
makes me feel well. I can talk better, think 
better, feel better, I cannot see why people 
have such a prejudice against it.” A few 
years pass on, and he wakes up and finds 
himself in the clutches of an evil habit which 
he tries to break, but cannot; and he cries 
out, Oh Lord God! help me!” It seems as 
though God would not hear his prayer; and 
in an agony of body and soul he S out, 
“Tt biteth like a serpent, and it stingeth like 
an adder.” How bright it was at the start! 
How black it was at the last! 

I learn further from this subject that 
Death sometimes breaks {n upon a banquet. 
Why did he not go down to the prisons in 
Babylon? There were people there that 
that would like to have dicd. I suppose 
there were men and women in torture in that 
city who would have welcomed death, But 
he comes to the palace; and just at the time 
when the mirth is dashing to the tiptop pitch, 
Death breaks in at the banquet.
